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HISTORY  OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 


The  Hospital  was  first  established  under  the  name  of  the 
“  Herefordshire  and  South  Wales  Eye  and  Ear  Institution,”  in 
July,  1882,  by  the  late  Honorary  Surgeon,  Mr.  F.  W.  Lindsay, 
and  was  then  supported  by  a  few  private  subscribers. 

The  need  of  such  an  Institution  was  fully  demonstrated  by 
the  calls  made  upon  it,  and  in  October,  1883,  the  then  Mayor 
(M.  J.  G.  Scobie,  Esq.)  convened  a  Public  Meeting  at  the  Guildhall, 
with  the  object  of  placing  the  Institution  upon  a  permanent  basis, 
so  that  it  might  be  recognised  as  a  Public  Institution  and  sup¬ 
ported  accordingly. 

At  this  meeting  (which  was  an  influential  and  representative 
one)  resolutions  were  unanimously  passed  in  accordance  with  the 
above  object,  and  a  Committee  appointed  to  carry  it  out.  The 
support  received  by  the  Committee  enabled  them  to  open  the 
Institution  on  the  1st  January,  1884,  as  a  Public  Institution. 

The  premises,  which  were  situate  in  Commercial  Road,  im¬ 
mediately  in  front  of  the  Baptist  Chapel,  were  soon  found  to  be 
totally  inadequate  and  unsuitable,  and  it  was  determined  to  build 
a  new  Hospital  with  greater  accommodation.  Advantage  was 
taken  of  the  Jubilee  Year  to  raise  funds  for  this  purpose,  and  in 
the  following  year  the  Committee  were  enabled  to  commence  the 
erection  of  the  new  building,  the  foundation  stone  of  which  was 
laid  by  the  Countess  of  Chesterfield  on  the  6th  day  of  December, 
1888,  when  a  letter  was  received  by  the  President,  the  Ven.  the 
Hon.  Archdeacon  Stanhope,  giving  Her  Majesty’s  gracious  per¬ 
mission  to  name  it  the  "  Victoria  ”  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital. 

I  he  Hospital  was  formally  opened  by  Lady  Bailey  on  the 
20th  August,  1889. 

The  first  President  of  the  Hospital  was  the  late  Earl  of 
Chesterfield,  who  took  a  very  lively  interest  in  its  welfare,  and 
on  his  death,  his  brother,  the  Ven.  the  Hon.  Archdeacon  Stanhope, 
succeeded  him,  and  he  worked  hard  in  the  interests  of  the  Hospital. 
He  died  in  1919,  and  Colonel  M.  J.  G.  Scobie,  C.B.,  was  elected  in 
his  place.  He  voluntarily  retired  in  1924,  and  then  Lord  Somers, 
K.C.M.G.,  D.S.O.,  M.C.,  was  elected  President. 
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The  Architect  of  the  New  Building  was  Mr.  E.  H.  Lingen 
Barker,  of  Hereford,  and  the  Contractors  were  Messrs.  Stevens 
and  Bastow,  of  Bristol,  who  employed  local  labour  in  the  building. 

The  site  was  in  the  first  instance  acquired  by  Mr.  John  Mackay 
who,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  it  for  the  Hospital,  bought  it 
and  the  adjoining  property  on  the  west  from  Mr.  William  Mason, 
and  at  that  time  sold  to  the  Hospital  sufficient  for  the  site  at  a 
proportionate  price.  The  remainder  of  Mr.  Mason’s  property 
was  in  1896  bought  by  the  Hospital  from  Mr.  Mackay  at  the 
proportionate  price  originally  given  for  it  by  him. 

The  cost  of  the  site  (exclusive  of  land  bought  afterwards) 
New  Building  and  Furnishing  was  about  43,400,  the  whole  of 
which  sum  has  been  raised,  and  there  is  now  no  debt  upon  the 
Hospital. 

The  Hospital  was  incorporated  under  the  Companies  Acts, 
1862  to  1890,  on  the  16th  day  of  December,  1891,  and  is  now 
governed  by  a  Board  of  Management,  and  the  Meetings  are  held 
on  the  last  Monday  in  each  month. 

In  addition  to  the  sum  expended  on  furnishing  by  the  Hospital 
the  furniture  of  the  males’  large  ward  was  given  by  the  Trades 
Union  and  Friendly  Societies  of  Hereford,  the  males’  small  ward 
by  the  late  Mrs.  Wood,  St.  Nicholas  Square,  Hereford,  and  Miss 
Elliott,  of  Brinsop  ;  the  females’  large  ward  by  the  late  Mrs. 
Bentley,  of  Commercial  Road,  Hereford  ;  and  the  females’  small 
ward  by  the  late  Mrs.  Meadows,  of  Aylestone  Hill,  Hereford.  The 
furniture  of  the  day  room  was  given  by  the  late  Lady  Cornewall, 
and  a  large  hall  clock  was  presented  through  Miss  Stanhope, 
of  Byford. 

The  whole  of  the  encaustic  tiles  in  the  corridors  were  given  by 
Messrs.  Godwin  and  Hewit,  of  the  Victoria  Tile  Works,  Holmer. 

In  1897  the  Hospital  acquired  by  purchase  the  land  on  the 
east  side  of  it. 

In  1898  the  “  Common  Room  ”  was  enlarged  and  a  new  ward 
built  over  the  same,  the  greater  portion  of  the  cost  being  borne  by 
a  lady.  The  Hospital,  which  is  supported  by  Voluntary  Annual 
Subscriptions  and  Donations,  can  now  accommodate  20  In-patients 
instead  of  14  as  heretofore.  The  additions  were  the  result  of 
increasing  demands,  and  show  the  necessity  for  further  and  con¬ 
tinued  support. 
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In  1913  the  house  built  by  the  Hospital  as  a  residence  for 
the  Honorary  Surgeon  was  completed. 

In  March,  1922,  Mr.  Lindsay  intimated  to  the  Board  of 
Management  his  desire  to  resign  his  appointment  as  Hon.  Surgeon, 
as  he  thought  that  the  time  had  come,  after  more  than  40  years’ 
service  and  his  age,  that  a  change  should  be  made.  He  offered 
to  carry  on  until  a  successor  was  appointed.  The  Board  received 
the  resignation  of  Mr.  Lindsay  with  regret,  not  only  on  account 
of  his  devoted  services  as  Hon.  Surgeon,  but  also  because  he  was 
the  Founder  of  the  Hospital.  Mr.  Lindsay  finally  gave  up  the 
appointment  in  October,  1922,  on  Mr.  H.  Woodward  Barnes  being 
appointed.  Miss  Gwilt  was  appointed  Matron  in  the  place  of 
Miss  S.  C.  Lewis,  who  resigned. 

Mr.  Barnes  was  soon  afterwards  appointed  Honorary 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  to  the  Herefordshire  General  Hospital,  and 
after  consultation  with  the  Board  of  the  General  Hospital  the  two 
Hospitals  worked  together  in  co-operation  until  March,  1925, 
when  the  Representatives  of  the  two  Boards  again  met  and  further 
recommendations  for  continued  co-operation  were  made  (and  at 
once  adopted  by  both  Boards),  including  the  training  of  the 
Nurses  of  the  General  Hospital,  and  payment  by  the  General 
Hospital  for  General  Hospital  In-patients"  during  their  residence 
at  the  Victoria  Eye  Hospital. 

The  name  of  the  Hospital  was  changed  from  the  Victoria 
Eye  and  Ear  Hospital  (Incorporated),  Hereford,  to  the  Victoria 
Eve  Hospital  (Hereford),  Incorporated,  on  the  20th  day  of  April 
1923. 

In  July,  1924,  a  wireless  set,  with  loud  speaker  and  head¬ 
phones,  was  installed  at  the  Hospital,  the  cost  of  which  was  mainly 
met  by  private  subscriptions.  The  original  set  was  replaced  by 
a  new  one,  in  June  of  1928,  the  cost  being  again  met  by  private 
subscriptions. 

In  March,  1929,  owing  to  ill-health,  Colonel  M.  J.  G.  Scobie, 
C.B.,  D.L.,  V.D.,  T.D.,  relinquished  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Board 
of  Management,  and  his  Membership  of  the  Board.  Colonel 
Scobie  had  been  the  Board’s  Chairman  since  the  26th  April,  1898, 
and  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  so  far  back 
as  the  27th  April,  1888.  At  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the 
Members  of  the  Hospital,  held  on  the  11th  March,  1929,  a  Resolution 
was  passed  placing  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the  services 
rendered  to  the  Hospital  by  Colonel  Scobie.  The  Colonel  died  on 
the  30th  January,  1930. 

In  1929,  the  new  block,  consisting  of  Sterilizing  Room,  Bath 
Rooms,  etc.,  was  completed.

The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  and  Members 
was  held  at  the  Hospital,  when  there  were  present  : — Mrs.  T.  P. 
Smith,  The  Rev.  C.  W.  de  Normanville,  O.S.B.,  The  Rev. 
H.  M.  Fowler,  Major  E.  Amphlett  Capel,  M.C.,  Capt.  S.  H. 
Armitage,  Messrs.  Bentley-Taylor,  G.  D.  Best.  C.  A.  Benn, 
J.  Osborne,  j.  A.  T.  Nicholson,  W.  Ainslie,  J.  H.  Pembridge, 
H.  Woodward-Barnes,  and  the  Secretary. 

Major  E.  Amphlett  Capel  was  elected  to  the  Chair. 

An  apology  for  absence  was  received  from  the  Rev.  J. 
Meredith. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

The  Audited  Accounts  for  the  past  year,  together  with  the 
following  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Management  were 
laid  before  the  Meeting,  viz.  : — 
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In  submitting  the  following  particulars  of  the  activities 
of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  1931,  the  Board  fee]  that 
the  good  work  which  continues  to  be  done  will  be  noted 
with  pleasure  by  the  Governors  and  friends  of  this  Insti¬ 
tution,  viz.  :  —

The  Accounts  duly  audited  will  be  presented  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting. 

The  income  from  all  sources  for  the  year  amounted 
to  £1,333  6s.  7d.,  which  is  a  decrease  of  £27  as  compared 
with  1930.  The  expenditure  was  £1,338  6s.  8d.,  which 
leaves  a  balance  due  to  the  Bank  of  £5  Os.  Id.  £125  has 
been  spent  on  Furniture,  Drapery  and"  Repairs,  in  addition 
to  £100  2s.  0d.,  out  of  the  Building,  Repairs  and  Emer¬ 
gency  Account.  Included  in  these  sums  are  items  for 
the  taking  up  and  relaying  in  maple  flooring  of  the  floors 
in  the  three  wards,  and  also  the  repainting,  etc.,  of  the 
exterior  of  the  Hospital,  which  work  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

In  June  last,  Mr.  C.  A.  Benn  very  generously  presented 
the  Hospital  with  a  portable  wireless  set,  which  has  been 
found  of  great  benefit  to,  and  is  much  appreciated  by 
the  bed-patients. 

During  the  year,  the  Hospital  has  suffered  the  loss 
of  the  services  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Management, 
of  Miss  Durrant  and  the  Rev.  Frankland  Wheeler,  both 
of  whom  have  left  Hereford,  and  the  Board  wish  it  to 
be  recorded  that  Miss  Durrant  and  the  Rev.  Frankland 
Wheeler  have,  during  the  period  of  their  membership 
of  the  Board,  rendered  much  assistance  to,  and  taken 
very  great  interest  in  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  continues  to  receive  expressions  of  appre¬ 
ciation  from  patients  and  others,  of  the  treatment  received 
at  the  Hospital,  and  we  are  indebted  to  the  Governors 
and  members,  and  to  many  other  kind  friends,  by  whose 
support  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  in  its  particular  branch 
of  medical  science,  is  enabled  to  go  forward. 

A  word  of  thanks  should  again  be  added  to  the  Hon. 
Officers,  and  to  the  .Staff,  for  their  whole-hearted  co¬ 
operation  and  good  work  on  the  patients’  behalf.

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On  the  Motion  of  Mr.  Osborne,  seconded  by  Mr.  Ainslie, 
the  Report  and  Accounts  were  adopted. 

It  was  Resolved  on  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Osborne,  seconded 
by  the  Chairman,  that  in  future  the  accounts  be  printed  and 
circulated  with  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Management,  with 
the  notice  of  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 

The  Chairman  Proposed,  Mr.  Benn  seconded,  and  it  was 
unanimously  resolved  that  the  Rt.  Hon.  The  Viscount  Hereford 
be  re-elected  President  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  J.  C.  Mackay  stating  that  as  he 
was  residing  so  far  away  from  Hereford,  he  did  not  wish  his 
name  to  go  forward  for  re-election  to  the  Board  of  Management, 
and  the  Meeting  expressed  the  regret  which  was  felt  at  Mr. 
Mackay’s  retirement,  and  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  write 
him  expressing  this,  and  with  the  thanks  of  the  Hospital  for 
his  very  great  interest  in  the  past. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Capt.  H.  S.  Thynne  stating  that  as 
the  time  at  which  the  Board  meetings  were  held  was  inconvenient 
to  him,  he  thought  it  better  for  his  name  not  to  go  forward  for 
election  to  the  Board  of  Management,  and  the  Meeting  concurred 
with  this  view  in  the  hope  that  at  some  future  date  Capt.  Thynne 
would  again  allow  himself  to  be  nominated. 

On  the  Motion  of  Mr.  Ainslie,  seconded  by  Mr.  Nicholson 
the  following  members  of  the  Board  of  Management  were  re¬ 
elected,  viz.  : — Capt.  S.  H.  Armitage,  The  Rev.  E.  H.  Beattie, 
M.C.,  Mr.  C.  A.  Benn,  Mr.  E.  F.  Bulmer,  Mr.  R.  M.  Bentley- 
Taylor,  Mr.  G.  D.  Best,  Major  E.  Amphlett  Capel,  M.C., 
Mr.  David  Davies,  The  Rt.  Hon.  The  Viscount  Hereford, 
Capt.  H.  A.  Gilbert,  Mr.  Ernest  Heins,  Mrs.  L.  N.  Hope, 
The  Rev.  j.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES. 


F — Any  person  who  shall  give  to  the  Funds  of  the  Hospital 
an  Annual  Subscription  of  not  less  than  10s.  6d.  shall  be  qualified 
to  be  an  Ordinary  Member  of  the  Hospital  for  that  year.  Ordinary 
Members  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  General  Meeting. 

5. — Any  person  who  shall  give  to  the  Funds  of  the  Hospital 
an  Annual  Subscription  of  not  less  than  /I  Is.,  shall  be  qualified 
to  be  a  Governor  thereof  for  that  year,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
at  any  General  Meeting.  All  votes  shall  be  given  personally. 

Subscriptions. 

10. — All  Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  due,  and  payable  in 
advance,  on  the  1st  day  of  January  in  each  year. 

IF — Unless  notice  of  withdrawal  shall  have  been  given  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary,  one  month  at  least  before  the  first  day 
of  January,  the  Subscription  of  each  Ordinary  Member  or  Governor 
shall  be  considered  as  continuing,  and  shall  be  payable  accord¬ 
ingly  }  save  and  except  in  the  case  of  Clergymen  and  Ministers  of 
Religion  and  others,  and  Donors  in  respect  of  Collections  and 
Donations,  who,  as  such,  are  Members  for  the  year  in  respect  of 
which  the  payment  is  made. 

Rights  of  Members  to  Recommendations. 

16.  — Every  Life-Governor  and  every  Vice-President  of  the 
Hospital  (except  the  persons  declared  to  be  qualified  as  Vice- 
Presidents  under  Clause  9  of  the  Articles  of  Association,  but 
without  prejudice  to  any  qualification  they  may  otherwise  acquire), 
shall  be  entitled  to  three  Recommendations  annually.  Every 
Governor  shall  be  entitled  to  three  Recommendations  for  each 
annual  sum  of  £1  Is.  given  by  him  during  each  year  in  which  he 
shall  duly  pay  his  subscription.  Every  Life-Governor  and 
Governor  shall  also  be  eligible  to  be  elected  to  the  Board  of 
Management.  Each  Ordinary  Member  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
Recommendation  during  each  year  in  which  he  shall  duly  pay  his 
subscription.  All  Members  can  obtain  extra  recommendations  in 
any  year  upon  payment  of  7s.  6d.  for  each  Recommendation. 

Bo^rd  of  Management. 

17.  — The  management  of  the  Business  and  affairs  of  the 
Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  the  Board  of  Management. 
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Regulations  as  to  Patients. 

29.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  open  on  all  Wednesdays  and 
Saturdays  from  9-30  o’clock  a.m.  till  12-30  p.m.,  or  on  such  other 
days  and  times  and  under  other  conditions  as  the  Board  of 
Management  from  time  to  time  determine. 

30.  — In  the  case  of  persons  presenting  to  the  Hon.  Surgeon  or 
Hon.  Surgeons  a  Recommendation,  and  who,  living  at  a  distance 
from  Hereford,  require  constant  attention  (or  who  when  living  at 
Hereford  cannot,  by  reason  of  poverty,  find  a  lodging  suitable  for 
their  proper  treatment),  there  shall  be  vested  in  the  Honorary 
Surgeon  or  Honorary  Surgeons  discretionary  power  to  admit 
them  as  In-Patients,  provided  that  each  person  procures  an 
additional  “  Recommendation.’'  No  such  patient  shall  continue 
to  be  an  Out  or  In-patient  beyond  the  period  of  two  months, 
without  the  special  sanction  of  the  Board  of  Management.  In 
such  cases,  an  In-patient  shall  present  two  new  Recommendations, 
and  an  Out-patient  one  new  Recommendation. 

Collections  and  Donations. 

39. — Collections  made  in  any  places  of  public  worship  and 
given  to  the  Hospital,  and  Donations  of  less  than  £21  shall  entitle 
the  Clergyman,  Minister  of  Religion,  or  other  person  sending  the 
same,  and  Donors,  to  one  Recommendation  for  each  guinea,  and 
such  Clergyman,  Minister  of  Religion,  or  other  person,  or  Donor, 
shall  be  qualified  to  become  an  Ordinary  Member  of  the  Hospital 
for  the  year  in  respect  of  which  the  payment  is  made. 


NOTE.— No  person  who  is  able  to  pay  for  advice  and  medicine 

shaiS  be  admissible  as  a  patient.

*■  )  none  more  delicate.  The  strain  placed  upon  it  by  the  wear  and 

y  tear  of  contemporary  life  is  often  greater  than  it  can  well 
stand.  The  result  is  that  eye  diseases  of  various  kinds  are 
a  continual  menace  to  the  well-being  and  happiness  of  mankind. 


Thoughtful  men  and  women  have  long  recognised  that  it  is  essential  to 
our  communal  welfare  that  specialists  trained  in  medical  and  surgical 
treatment  of  the  eye  should  be  at  the  service  of  all  afflicted,  no  matter 
what  their  social  status  or  economic  circumstances.  Nevertheless,  although 
the  use  and  value  of  general  hospitals  has  long  been  well  understood  by 
the  British  Public,  it  was  not  until  little  over  a  century  ago  that  special¬ 
ised  institutions  came  into  being. 

One  of  the  important  establishments  devoted  to  those  afflicted  with 
eye  troubles  of  every  kind  is  the  Victoria  Eye  Hospital  at  Hereford.  Its 


patients  come  mainly  from  the  City  and  surrounding  districts,  but  its  fame 
has  spread  further  afield.  Nevertheless,  the  rule  made  at  its  inception,  that 
no  patient  able  to  pay  for  medical  treatment  should  be  admitted,  has  been 
rigidly  adhered  to,  the  only  exception  being  in  favour  of  those  cases 
which  ai  e  demonstrably  urgent,  and  those  able  to  pay  for  admission  to  the 
private  wards. 


Foundation. 

The  Hospital  was  founded  in  1882  by  the  late  Mr.  Francis  Woodley 
Lindsay,  Surgeon,  and  was  then  known  as  “  1  he  Herefordshire  and  South 
W  ales  Eye  and  Ear  Institution.  As  a  private  establishment  it  so  clearly 
satisfied  a  pressing  need  that  in  i883  a  public  meeting  was  held  with  the 
object  of  placing  the  Institution  on  a  public  basis.  The  resolutions  then 
passed  became  effective  from  1st  January,  1884. 

It  was  not  long  before  the  Commercial  Road  premises  (where  the 
Hospital  was  first  situated)  were  found  to  be  totally  inadequate  and  unsuit¬ 
able.  It  was  accordingly  decided  to  take  advantage  of  the  spirit  prevailing 
during  the  Jubilee  T  ear,  to  raise  funds  to  build  a  new  Hospital  with  greater 
accommodation.  Success  attended  the  undertaking  and  on  the  6th  December, 
1888,  the  Countess  of  Chesterfield  laid  the  foundation  stone.  Her  Majesty 
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One  of  the  Wards.

The  new  buildings  were  formally  opened  by  the  Dowager  Lady  Glanusk, 
then  Lady  Bailey,  on  20th  August,  1889. 


Extensions  and  Additions* 

Initially  the  Hospital  occupied  only  a  portion  of  the  present  site,  but  as 
opportunities  arose  land  to  the  east  and  west  was  purchased  so  that  there 
was  ample  provision  for  future  additions  to  the  buildings. 

The  years  that  followed  saw  many  changes,  the  first  notable  development 
being  the  enlargement  of  the  Common  Room  and  construction  of  a  new 
ward  above  it.  The  cost  of  this  work  was  borne  by  a  ladv. 

In  1913,  a  house  was  built  on  the  land  adjoining  the  Hospital  as  a 
residence  for  the  Honorary  Surgeon.  This  was  occupied  by  Mr.  Lindsay 
until  his  retirement  in  October  1922,  after  more  than  forty  years’  service. 

A  change  in  the  title  ot  the  Hospital  was  made  in  1923,  since  when  it 
has  been  known  as  the  Victoria  Eye  Hospital  (Hereford)  Incorporated.

1  he  most  outstanding  development  in  recent  years  was  the  opening  in 
1929  of  a  new  block  consisting  of  Sterilising  Room,  Bath  Rooms  and 
other  necessary  offices. 


The  Hospital  is  fortunate  in  the  possession  of  an  able  and  enthusiastic 

administrative  body  which  contrives  to  combine 
high  efficiency  with  rigid  economy.  Under  the 
Presidency  of  the  Rt.  Hon.  The  Viscount  Hereford, 
13. L.,  J.P.,  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  serve  on 
the  Board  of  Management  work  harmoniously  together 
to  further  the  aims  of  the  charity.  In  this  they  are 
aided  by  a  keen  nursing  and  medical  staff  whose 
technical  skill  is  tempered  with  that  sensitive  humanity 
so  valuable  in  all  curative  work.  The  first  care,  both 
of  paid  officials  and  of  the  honorary  staff,  is  the  happi¬ 
ness  and  well-being  of  the  patients.  The  social 
atmosphere  is  one  of  marked  comradeship,  and  the 
geniality  pervading  both  the  wards  and  the  out-patients’ 
department  inspire  sufferers  with  the  mental  and 
spiritual  optimism  which  is  so  fine  a  basis  for  permanent  recovery.

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Interesting  Statistics. 

During  1931,  261  in-patients  received  treatment,  whilst  3,o65  attend¬ 
ances  were  made  try  out-patients.  1,249  of  the  out-patients  were  new  and 
in  all  i35  operations  were  performed. 

The  income  from  all  sources  during  the  year  was  £i,333  6s.  yd.,  the 
expenditure  being  £5  os.  id.  more  than  this  sum.  The  sum  derived  from 
interest  on  investments  was  £^38  18s.  3d.  The  remainder  of  the  income 
was  provided  by  Annual  Subscriptions,  Donations  and  Collections. 

AN  APPEAL. 

The  Victoria  Eye  Hospital  does  not  confine  its  activities  to  the  City 
and  County  of  Hereford  but  receives  patients  from  the  counties  around  and, 
in  certain  instances,  has  an  even  wider  field. 

In  spite  of  the  wide  range  of  its  service,  help  is  never  refused  to  those 
who  stand  in  need  of  it.  People  who  have  lived  in  pain  for  long  years  are 
sent  away  freed.  Others  have  been  spared  the  agony  of  the  long  years  of 
misery  that  might  have  been  theirs  had  there  been  no  such  free  institution 
as  the  Victoria  Eye  Hospital. 

Something  has  been  told  of  the  Charity’s  story,  of  its  growth  in  scope 
and  efficiency.  Little,  however,  has  been  said  of  the  most  important  factor. 
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It  must  have  money.  The  best  intentions  are  worthless  unless  they  can  be 
put  into  effective  practice.  And  in  a  civilisation  such  as  ours  this  cannot  be 
done  without  money. 

The  privilege  attaching  to  subscriptions  and  donations  are  as  follows  : — ■ 

A  gift  of  twenty  guineas  or  upwards  confers  Life  Governorship 
with  the  privilege  of  three  recommendations  a  year.

position  of  the  Hospital  and,  having  done  so,  feels  that  reliance  can  be 
placed  on  the  co-operation  of  all  who  have  at  heart  the  welfare  of  their 
fellow  citizens  to  ensure  that  the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of  the  Victoria 
Eye  Hospital  shall  not  in  the  future  be  impaired  through  lack  of  funds  where¬ 
with  the  noble  level  of  its  great  work  may  be  maintained.
